Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  w^ork 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1963,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/64. 

The  health  of  the  District  remains  good,  and  apart  from  an 
isolated  incident  of  food  poisoning  due  to  an  uncommon  organism 
at  a residential  school  which  involved  a large  number  of  cases,  there 
were  no  important  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  It  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  again 
decreased,  and  there  are  now  over  a hundred  cases  fewer  than  ten 
years  ago. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  residents  of  the  District  was 
rather  smaller  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  there  was  a considerable 
decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer,  including 
cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  Department  suffered  a loss  in  August  when  Mr.  Minett 
who  had  been  Senior  Clerk  for  many  years,  died  suddenly,  and 
there  have  been  other  staff  changes,  which  have  not  helped  the 
smooth  running  of  the  Department.  Nevertheless,  I should  like  to 
thank  the  staff  for  the  loyal  co-operation  at  all  times,  which  has 
considerably  helped  me  in  overcoming  the  resulting  difficulties.

Owing  to  changes  in  medical  administrative  arrangements  it  was 
no  longer  possible  for  the  medical  staff  of  the  Council  to  undertake 
the  medical  examination  of  the  children  being  admitted.  This  is  now 
performed  by  the  general  practitioner  who  looks  after  the  children, 
and  the  County  Council  have  accepted  financial  responsibilities  for 
the  fees  involved.

District  have  been  carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory. 
148  samples  were  taken  in  1963. 

Less  complaints  of  shortage  were  received  during  the  year 
and  there  is  a steady  improvement  in  supplies. 

The  Guildford,  Godaiming  District  Water  Board  have  made 
a start  on  the  Netley  Scheme  designed  to  improve  supplies  in  the 
Cranleigh  area. 

This  year  we  continued  to  take  samples  from  private  water 
supplies  and  wells. 

Supplies  from  private  sources  were  on  the  whole  satisfactory 
and  some  twenty-one  premises  served  by  well  water  have  been 
connected  to  the  main  supply.

The  water  in  which  the  cress  is  grown  at  Shamley  Green  was 
examined  during  the  season  and  continued  to  be  of  good  quality. 
Eight  samples  were  taken. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths,  although,  as  reported 
previously,  a good  deal  of  use  is  made  of  lakes  and  streams  in  the 
area.  Occasional  samples  of  water  from  these  show  them  to  be  of 
the  quality  normally  found  in  natural  lakes  or  ponds. 

Several  schools  provide  swimming-pools  for  their  pupils,  and 
these  are  kept  under  observation  and  samples  of  the  water  analysed 
at  fortnightly  intervals.  All  samples  have  been  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

1 am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes: — 

Cranleigh.  The  Ministry’s  Inspector  held  an  informal  enquiry 
at  these  offices  on  26th  November,  1963,  in  connection  with  the 
proposals  for  a new  sewage  disposal  works,  and  subsequently  the 
scheme  was  approved.  It  is  anticipated  that  tenders  will  be  received 
towards  the  end  of  1964. 

A short  length  of  6in.  soil  sewer  in  the  Guildford  Road,  Cran- 
leigh, has  been  approved  and  a contract  let.  This  extension  will 
accommodate  a further  nine  properties,  and  work  will  be  put  in 
hand  in  August,  1964. 

Dunsfold  and  Hascombe.  A main  drainage  scheme  originally 
intended  for  the  parish  of  Dunsfold  only  will  now  include  Hascombe. 
Plans  and  documents  are  in  course  of  preparation,  and  the  proposal 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  before  the  end  of  1964. 

Alfold.  Last  year’s  report  made  reference  to  a detailed  scheme 
for  the  balance  of  properties  in  Alfold.  As  an  interim  measure  to 
obviate  one  serious  point  of  nuisance  a scheme  has  been  prepared  to 
lay  a length  of  6in.  sewer  to  take  the  drainage  from  properties  along 
the  Alfold/Loxwood  Road,  and  work  will  commence  in  June,  1964. 

General.  Increasing  concern  is  being  felt  as  to  the  condition 
of  existing  sewers  and  pump  stations  in  times  of  storms  and  heavy 
rainfall  which  lead  to  surcharging  of  sewers,  and  pump  stations.  Ser- 
ious consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  preparation  of  a 
detailed  survey  of  the  Council’s  drainage  areas  to  ascertain  what 
works  are  necessary. 
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INCIDENCE  OF  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING,  1963 
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requested  an  additional  emptying  per  payment. 


SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  spite  of  considerable  increases  in  quantity  of  refuse  collected 
the  refuse  tips  are  carefully  maintained. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  appended. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


For  the  fourth  successive  year  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified.  The  high  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  immunisation  in  the 
vulnerable  age  groups  of  the  population  of  the  District  must  be 
given  credit  for  this.  There  was  an  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  at  a 
residential  school  in  the  Autumn.  The  infecting  organism  was 
found  to  be  Cl.  Welchii,  which  although  it  is  an  uncommon  cause 
of  food  poisoning,  is  responsible  for  a considerable  number  of  cases 
annually,  as  it  was  in  this  incident.  This  is  because  it  is  confined  to 
major  outbreaks  in  schools  and  other  institutions,  and  does  not 
usually  occur  in  isolated  cases,  in  ordinary  homes.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

Following  the  usual  custom  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  offered  to 
the  parents  of  school  children  in  the  13  years  old  age  group.  There 
were  549  children  in  the  age  group,  of  whom  432  were  subsequently 
vaccinated,  representing  78.6%  of  the  children  concerned.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  Collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required  upon  payment  of  ninepence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  five 
are  20  cubic  yard  rear-loading  diesel  vehicles  and  two  are  petrol 
driven  10  cubic  yard  side-loaders.  The  amount  of  refuse  collected 
continues  to  increase  and  with  staff  shortages  is  difficult  to  maintain 
regular  collections. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem  and  more  bins  have  been 
distributed  throughout  the  district.  Bins  on  lay-byes  and  in  promi- 
nent positions  are  often  filled  quickly  after  emptying. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Shortage  of  good 
tips  necessitates  long  runs  for  disposal.  The  market  for  salvage  is 
very  limited. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets 

The  Council  undertake  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout  the 
District.  The  work  is  done  by  3 cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night 
soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge,  if  required,  once  in  every 
quarter  except  in  the  parishes  of  Alfold,  Dockenfield  and  Dunsfold 
where  it  is  6 emptyings  per  year. 

Seven  (800  gallon)  emptiers  are  used  for  this  work. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  be  a problem. 
Discharge  at  Cranleigh  sewage  works  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but 
there  are  no  other  works  of  sufficient  capacity  to  receive  any  large 
quantity.  It  is  difficult  to  find  suitable  land  for  the  purpose  so  that 
the  average  miles  per  load  continues  to  increase.
